NEARING END IN CANADA 



STATISTICS OF THE HAMILTON MEETING 



NORFOLK DATES ANNOUNCED 



THREE MORE MEETINGS THIS SEASON ON 
CANADIAN RACING ASSOCIATIONS TRACKS. 



Season Will Come to Close at Woodbine September 
30 — Additional Tracks Likely for Next Season — 
Horsemen Making Plans for Winter. 



Hamilton. Out., August 31. — The meeting of the 
Hamilton Jockey Club, which closed on Saturday 
was iimiuest ionably the most successful in the his- 
toiy of racing at this |tolut. It is the purpose of the 
Hamilton Jockey Club to immediately proceed with 
plans for the replacing of the temporary grand- 
stand that took the place of the one recently burned 
with a line modern steel structure. Only four more 
meetings remain to be run before the Canadian rac- 
ing season comes to a close at Woodbine truck, 'l’orou- 
to. September 30. One of these is on the half mile 
track at Dufferin I'ark, Toronto. September !) to 
Iti. which dates parallel those of the Montreal Jock- 
ey Club's fall meeting. The Windsor meeting will 
open on Monday next and continue until and includ- 
ing I .a Imp Hay. The Woodbine meeting of the 
Ontario Jockey Club which will bring the season to 
a close, will begin September 3.3. 

lteeause of the presence of many formidable 
stables on the circuit and the considerable amount 
of idle time entailed by the lapses between meetings. 
Hie smaller strings that have raced in Canada this 
season have found it rather difficult to make ex- 
penses. It is reported I hat a more compact schedule 
will be provided next year by the addition of new 
tracks, including that of the Ottawa Jockey Club, 
which will be affiliated with the Canadian Racing 
Associations. It is said that Robert Davies expects 
to build a new track near Toronto and that tile 
proposed new track at Niagara Falls is likely to ma- 
terialise. 

Horsemen racing on this circuit are beginning to 
give some consideration to plans for winter racing. 
One hears little of the Charleston, S. C., proposi- 
tion and the presumption is that the proposed new 
track al that place will not become an actuality 
Uiis season al least. Many of the horses now racing 
in Canada probably will be shipped to Cuba to race 
al II. H. Brown's new track. This track is located 
at Hie edge of the city limits of Havana on the Al- 
iiiandares river, much nearer Havana than the old 
Almaudarcs track. The tirst application for stable 
room at the Havana track was received from .1. S. 
Kverman, who wrote from Kentucky asking that 
quarters be reserved for him at the new Cuban 
course. 

Many of the horsemen here are talking of split- 
ting their stables at the conclusion of the Canadian 
meetings, sending part to Pimlico and part to II. 
it. Brown’s new track at Laurel. Joseph McLennan, 
who will act as racing secretary at Laurel, aud 
Harry White, who will also be one of the officials 
at the new track, are booking stable room for own- 
ers here. Mr. McLennan is also looking after II. I). 
Brown's Havana interests. 

S. C. Hildreth may send some of his horses to 
Cuba the coming winter, hut that has not lieeu 
delinitely decided upon as yet. Jockey C. II. Shil- 
ling is still at his home in Texas, and the chances 
are that he will nor return north until the opening 
of the Pimlico meeting. .Next year lie will go abroad 
and Mr. Hildreth may accompany him unless the 
New York situation takes a turn for the better. 

John W. Schorr contemplates culling out bis sta- 
ble. He will not personally engage in racing the 
coming winter, but will remain in Tennessee. He 
plans to Him half a dozen horses over to John F. 
Schorr to race in Cuba. The stable has done fairly 
well in Canada this summer. At the conclusion of 
Hu* Toronto meeting the horses probably will lie 
sent back to Kentucky. 

George Odom will leave for Kentucky at the con- 
clusion of the Windsor meeting. After the Kentucky 
meetings close be will campaign bis stable at Juarez. 
John C. Ferriss is another who has already an- 
nounced his intention of shipping to Juarez. Max 
llirsch will also ship to the Mexican track. 

W. C. Italy will ship his stable to Havana for the 
winter. 

Amos Turney contemplates sending his stable to 
Kentucky this fall. 

BRINGS THOROUGHBREDS FROM CALIFORNIA. 



0. A. Bianchi. Reaches Kentucky With Band of 
Yearlings and Weanlings. 



Louisville. K.v.. August 31. — 0. A. Bianchi has 
reached Churchill Downs from Sacramento. Cal., 
with a string of horses and is now quartered at 
the Fourth street entrance of the track. Mr. Bin a 
chi has recently been afficted with rheumatism, but 
is much improved now. 11 is horses shipped well 
from California and met with no mishap eu route. 
The older horses Bianchi brought to Kentucky include 
Jim UalTue.v, Keep Moving, Turret. Tender Bloom 
and Oakland, the other members of the string being 
four yearlings and two weanlings. 

Mr. Bianchi's yearlings include a hay colt and a 
bay tilly by Tim Payne, and a bay colt aud a 
chestnut filly by Bearcatcher, the sire of Oakland. 
The Bearcatcher colt is out of Resignation II., by 
Racine, while the filly by Bearcatcher is out of 
Maid of Fermoy. by Treutola. They are all nice 
sized yearlings and have been broken to ride. The 
weanlings that Mr. Biancri brought with him he 
will let run out In Kentucky next winter and take 
up for training as yearlings in the summer of 1012. 
Both arc fillies and are by Bearcatcher. one being 
out of Resignation II. and the other out of the 
noted race mare Torsi da. by Torso. 

Another colt which he brought from California is 
a yearling that W. G. Yauke recently purchased in 
ihiit state and which is now in the latter's stable 
al the Downs. He is a handsome black colt by the 
shocks fill sire Orsini and out of Dora L. the dam of 
the speedy Jim Basey. This is the only yearling 
the owner of Round the World has purchased so far 
Ibis season. Mr. Bianchi will race bis horses here 
and at Latouia during the coming fall and then gt> 
to Mexico to race al Juarez next winter. That he 
brought all of his yearlings aud weanlings to Ken- 
tucky shows that he has little ho|ie of the restora- 
tion of racing in California in the near future. Mr. 
Bianchi for years confined his racing to California 
and hrcil a number of good horses at bis Sacramento 
establishment. ...

Maryland Jockey Club Gives Its Assent. 



New York, August 21. — At a meeting of the stew- 
ards of the Jockey Club — August Belmont, F. K. 
Sturgis, II. K. Knapp. Andrew Miller and Schuyler 
I.. Parsons present — approval was granted the James- 
town Jockey Club, of Norkolk, Va., to conduct a 
race meeting' from October 25 to November 18. in- 
clusive. with the privilege of extending for ten 
days after November 18 if conditions warrant. Ap- 
pointment of the following officials for tin- uicejing 
was approved: Presiding Judge, E. O. Cole; starter. 

Mars Cassidy; clerk of the scales, J. H. Smith; 
patrol judge. Herman P. Cockling. Frank J. Bryan 
was appointed steward to represent the Jockey Club 
at tlie meeting. 

The assistant secretary presented an application 
from II. D. Brown, general manager of the Mary- 
land State Fair. Laurel. Md., asking for the ap- 
proval of the stewards of the Jockey Club for 
a race meeting at Laurel, Mil., from October 2 to 
October 31. anil letter from H. D. Brown and Joseph 
A. Murpliv. staliqg that they had conferred with 
Thomas Clyde, of the Maryland Jockey Club, and 
that Mr. Clyde had stated to them that the Mary- 
land Jockey Club had no objection to tlie conflict: 
of racing dates. The assistant secretary was in- 
structed to advise Mr. Brown that the approval of 
I he stewards of the Jockey Club would lie granted 
Hie Maryland State Fair to conduct a race meeting 
from October 2- to Oetotter 31. provided he will fur- 
nish the stewards with a written statement from 
the Maryland Jockey Club that they have no objec- 
tion to the conflict of dates. 

The assistant secretary presented a letter from 
John Mnrchall. secretary of the South Carolina 
Jockey Cluh, Charleston. S. C.. stating that they 
wished to give a race meeting next winter at Char- 
leston. S. C., and that they desired the good will 
of the Jockey Club. Imt would not ask the stewards 
of the Jockey Cluh lo approve their racing dates. 
The assistant secretary was instructed to advise Mr. 
Marshall that the rules necessitated that they apply 
for the sanction of the stewards of the Jockey Club, 
and tlmt if they do so their communication will re- 
ceive due consideration. 

Officials for the fall meeting of the Maryland 
Jockey Cluh were approved as follows: Judges. W. 

I*. Riggs and E. C. Smith; starter. A. B. Dade; 
hanilicapper. F. J. Bryan: clerk of the scales. Her- 
man I’. Conkling: stewards to represent the Jockey 
Cluh, F. J. Bryan. 

The application of Arthur Carter, ruled off ttaa 
turf in 1908. for reinstatement was denied. 

The assistant secretary presented a receipt from 
Jockey George W. Archibald to R. F. Carman, and 
a letter of complaint against Archibald from R. F. 
Carman: also a letter from jockey Archibald, as to 
above complaint. The assistant secretary was in- 
structed to write Mr. Carman that from the corre- 
spondence before them in relation to jockey Archi- 
bald the matter was not sufficiently clear for the 
stewards to act. hut that they will be glad to givo 
Mr. Carman an opportunity to appear before them 
at tlieir next meeting. 

The assistant secretary presented a complaint 
from E. Corrigan that M. J. Daly bad sold him a 
contract on jockey Arthur Wrispcn on May 17. 1910, 
and had again sold this contract to W. C. Daly in 
April 11. 1911. Mr. Corrigan requested that Wrispetn 
he ordered to report to him. and further requested 
that M. J. Daly be punished for making dual trans- 
fers of this contract. The assistant secretary was 
instructed to advise Mr. Corrigau that the stewards 
of the Jockey Club could only recognize the contract 
and transfers of same which were tiled with the 
office of the Jockey Club, hut would lake up the 
penalty to lie Imposed upon M. J. Daly at a latec 
date. 

The assistant secretary presented a complaint front 
Royal E. T. Riggs, attorney at law. tlie guardian 
of George Van Benschoten. apprenticed to trainer 
Max Hirsch. requesting that the contract held by 
trainer Hirsch lie cancelled. The assistant secretary 
was instructed to request Mr. Riggs to furnish a 
complete brief and all evidence in this case.

and ridden by Downing, was the winner. The race 
was called the Merchants' Purse and was worth 
$1,000. of which $750 went to the winner. $125 to 
the second, $75 to the third and $50 to the fourth 
horse. The six-year-old Gem Phillips, 118 pounds 
up and ridden by Wolfe, finished second, and Belle 
nf Nelson, five years old, carrying 115 pounds aud 
ridden by Stone, third.

BRILLIANT OUTLOOK FOR WINDSOR. 

More Horses Will Gather There for Next Week's 
Racing Than at Summer Meeting. 

Detroit. Mich., August 21. — A special train from 
Hamilton last night brought more than one hundred 
horsemen and followers of racing for the Windsor 
running meeting which will open next Monday. A 
huger number of turfmen were prevented from com- 
ing to Detroit this morning by reason of notices 
posted in the Hamilton hotels that Detroit hotels 
were taxed to their capacity this week on account 
of the Moose convention and to delay their start for 
this point as late in the week as possible. 

Walter <>. Parmer, secretary of tlie Windsor Asso- 
ciation, who was at Hamilton with President George 
M. ilendrie during t lie last few days, said upon his 
return last night: 

“There will be two hundred more horses stabled 
at tlie Windsor track during the next two weeks 
Ilian we had (o care for at tlie summer meeting. 
Tlie later meetings ott the Canadian circuit have been 
gteat — that is the only word to express it — and there 
i> no reason to suspect that the autumn sport at 
" indsor will lie any exception to the rule. The 
overage attendance at Hamilton last week was 7,500 
and on no day were there less than thirty-five Isxiks 
t’cing business. A train load of New Yorkers turned 
in tlie direction of the eastern metropolis after the 
races Saturday because of the admonition that the 
Detroit liotols were tilled up this week with conven- 
tion people, hut this group will be in town next Sat- 
urday or Sunday in time for the opening across the 
river. We expect as many, and perhaps there will 
be more, layers in line than at Hamilton. 

“S. C. Hildreth, who fancied his horses had gone 
stale, intended to ship his stable to Sheepshead Bay 
to rest when 1 left him Saturday evening, but I find 
upon arrival here a dispatch asking us to prepare for 
his use tlie stables lie. occupied during the summer 
meeting, as lie will ship to Windsor tomorrow. Al- 
most every other notable string in the country will 
also be here either Tuesday or Wednesday.” 

KING COBALT GOES TO BREEDING BUREAU. 

Montreal. Que., August 21. — Grant Hugh Browne 
of New York passed through here last week on his 
way to St. John. N. B., and called on J. F. Ryan 
to donate the thoroughbred stallion King Cobalt 
to the Canadian National Bureau of Breeding. 

So good a student of breeding as “Hidalgo” pro 
nouneed King Cohalt the most choicely bred sire 
in America in an article recently published. 

“My. idea of a thoroughbred stallion.” said lie. 
‘is one with fourteen Eclipse, fourteen Herod and 
four Matchem crosses, hut 1 cannot find them, al 
though I tabulate from two to five stallions every 
day of my life. The nearest thing I have been able 
to find approaching my ideal is a horse standing 
in Orange County. New York, called King Cobalt, 
lie is by Cesarion. and at the sixth remove he 
shows sixteen Eclipse crosses, fourteen of Herod 
and two of Matchem. If lie does not get anything 
else he will produce sound anil enduring horses for 
his owners. 

"As for his sire. Cesarion, he is to me the won- 
der of all stallions I have ever heard from as a 
sire of early s|ieod. Nineteen two-year-old winners 
in 1909, nineteen more in 1910, and eleven this year, 
making a total of forty-nine in three seasons. 1 
have never heard of anything approaching him in 
either Euro|ie or America.” 

King Cobalt is a brown stallion six years old, by 
Cesarion. dam Estelle Whitney. He is a beauty in 
conformation and will join the Bureau exhibits at 
the Ottawa and Toronto fairs. As a race horse he 
made a good record on the New York tracks. He 
lias been at the Brownleigh Park farm of Mr. 
Browne at Goshen, N. Y., this season and was 
mated with a few selected mares. 

The horseman who lias donated tills horse to the 
National Bureau is well known in the United States 
and in Europe as well as in Canada. On the turf 
lie lias been noted for doing big things. One thing 
that brought him into prominence was when he sent 
five mares to France to lie mated with Flying Fox 
at a fee of 500 guineas each. On another occasion 
he paid $30,000 for the English steeplechaser, John 
M. I’. With tliis horse lie created a furore on the 
New York tracks and afterward sold him back to 
England. 

Mr. Browne is known in Canada as the moving 
spirit in the British Canadian Shipbuilding and 
Docks Company. Limited, of which Sir Henry Pel- 
lnt is president and Lieutenant-Colonel Gibson vice- 
president. Tills firm lias a tender in for the dry 
dock and yards at Sydney, N. S. 

King Cohalt is the best horse Mr. Browne ever 
owned, and on account of liis superb blood lines 
offers have been made for him by J. E. Madden 
and others. The French government also wanted 
him for tin- bureau of France. On one occasion an 
offer of $12. INK) was refused, ami at another time 
$15,900 was rejected. 

Other recent donations to the bureau are San- 
guine, by Ornament; Brown Tony, by Handsome; 
Frank Navin, by Ben Brush, and the English young 
ster. Lord Ladas, by Primrose Lad. by Ladas. 

Capt. Turner Mead lias arrived from England 
with a yearling eolt, Malamont, by Flying Fox. 
dam Mademoiselle de Longchamps, and ten others, 
including six yearlings, one two-year-old and three 
broodmares in foal. 

GOOD PROSPECTS FOR MONTREAL MEETING. 

Montreal, Que.. August 21. — All of the horsemen 
who have applied for stabling for the fall meeting 
of tlie Montreal Jockey Club, from September 9 to 
1(1. have been notified of their beiug allotted stalls. 
The number of stalls at Blue Bonnets enables 
tlie club to look after ail comers and to stable them 
oi. the track. This week will bring considerable 
activity, as many strings will be shipped here to 
rest. Tlie horses owned by August Belmont will 
leave Hamilton on Wednesday, according to a letter 
from trainer John Whalen, and will arrive here on 
Thursday next. The horses trained by Willie Mar- 
tin, Ernest Ileider. J. W. Dayton and a number of 
the Canadian-owned strings will leave Hamilton on 
Monday and will arrive at Blue Bonnets Tuesday. 
Tlie track continues in good condition and the work 
of the horses now housed at the course improves 
each day. Trainer Matt Feakes, who lias charge of 
the stable owned l»y Mrs. L. A. Livingston, is hust- 
ling Lovetie along. He gets his work regularly and 
lias shown great improvement during the past wee£. 
Lovetie lias shown some good trials recently and will 
he ready to start here and at Toronto. The King’s 
Platers are gradually improving and the contest this 
tall will be the best that has ever been run for this 
event in the Province of Quebec. C. S. Campbell, 
who has an entry of two in the plate, has written 
asking Jockey Pliil Goldstein to ride for him. The 
Provincial Nursery Stakes, which is for two-year-olds 
and run as a preliminary to the plate race next sea- 
son, will see a fair lot go to the post. In this the 
first of tlie got of Bushmount. an imported stallion, 
will start. This is Fred Cowans, owned by Charles 
McEachran. There will be more races for steeple- 
chasers at this meeting than previously, one being 
scheduled for each day. while on Friday and Satur- 
day. the last two days of the meeting, two races 
through the field will be run. This Is given as an 
added attraction to owners of jumpers, making a 
total of nine events for them. 

The present outlook gives promise of this being 
the banner meeting of the Montreal club. The in- 
field has received attention and the horses here are 
being schooled through it each day. Tlie stables, 
all of which have lieen overhauled, are in the best 
possible condition and ready for the reception of the 
horses as they arrive.

Garth and T.vree got to discussing the merits of 
the two-year-olds and the former banterlngly sug 
gested that Dr. Tyree didn't have any horse in his 
stable that . could beat one of Ills, although the doc- 
tor showed two of the best of the younger division 
at Pimlico in Yorkshire Boy and Astrologer. 

“Bet you $5,000 that I have a two-year-old in my 
stable that lias never started that can beat any horse 
you have,” exclaimed Dr. Tyree. 

“You’re on.” said Mr. Gartli. 

Thereupon the two drew their cheeks and placed 
them in the hands of a stakeholder. It was agreed 
that the si>ecial race should be run at the Baltimore 
Irack some time during the autumn meeting. Dr. 
Tyree would not disclose the name of liis racer, but lie 
asserted with confidence that the colt can beat any 
two-year-old seen this season. — Washington Post.

Keene for the purchase of the 
produce of Castleton Stud for five years or if any 
deal between them contemplates the purchase oi 
Castleton Farm of 1.10b acres and the stud of thor- 
oughbred mares and stallions, Mr. Rowe said: ‘'In-
